Saturday’s Courier-Journal: The Ken-1 
tucky State Railroad Commission was 1 
in session yesterday at the Galt House. ' 
having under consideration the revision 
of rates on coal from all the mines j 
along the Owensboro and Nashville'di- 
, vision of the Louisville and Nashville I 
| railroad to all points on the line. The 
I officials of the road appeared before the 
I commission and without much discussion 
! a reduction was agreed to. which will 
[ go into effect at once. The reduction 
i is considerable in some instances and 
1 means much to the consumers along

Hon. C. C. McChord. chairman of the 
Railroad Commission, was asked by The 
Sun this morning what progress was 
being made in the matter of the com¬ 
plaint against the Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville Railroad as to the four cents pas¬ 
senger rate’ between Springfield and 
Bardstown.

“Dear Sir—I beg to advise that in¬ 
structions have been issued, taking ef¬ 
fect September 1, 1905, to make the 
rate of transportation of passengers 
between Springfield, Ky., and Bards¬ 
town, Ky., three cents per mile.

The deceased had been in ill health 
for several months, and it is thought 
that the condition of her health un¬ 
balanced her mind, and while in a 
melancholy state she took her life.

Chairman McChord is now at work on 
i his opinion in the case of the Owens¬ 
boro merchants and manufacturers, who J 
are seeking to be put on the 9ame | 
freight-rate basis accorded to Evans¬ 
ville. Ind. The commission sat in 
, Owensboro about two months ago and 
took testimony in the case. The 
Owensboro merchants have been long 
complaining about the rate discrimina¬ 
tion made by the railr* id against them 
and m favor of Evansville, which is a 
strong competitor for the trade in the 
Green river section. 

The Owensboro shippers claim .that 
the discrimination has practically put 
them out of the wholesale business, in 
asserting that many concerns have been 
compelled to remove to other cities. 
Since the sitting of the commission at 
Owensboro, it is understood that the 
roads have maije a number of concessions 
in the matter of reductions of freight 
rates. While Chairman McChord would 
l not state what his decision will be in 
the matter, it is understood that it will 
be mainly in favor of the Owensboro

The order for a reduction having now 
been made, as appears from Mr. Har¬ 
rison's letter, the meeting will be 
called off, and Mr. Lake’s complaint 
will be dismissed, settled.’’

Mrs. J. W. Thompson.died at her home. , 
in the Pleasant Grove neighborhood, this 
morning at 4 o’clock. She received a 
stroke of apoplexy Sunday night about , 
11 o’clock, and had been lingering be¬ 
tween life and death since that time. 1 
For a few hours yesterday she rallied. J 
and those loved ones who were watch- I 
ing by the bedside hoped that she was 
going t 4 > recover, but in the e\ening 
she grew worse and the physicians 
realized that the end was near. 

Mrs. Thompson was fifty-nine years 
1 of age. having been bom at Mackville, '

Hon. Sam C. Black, Gounty. Shot 
to Death. 


AN OFFICER IS WOUNDED. 


frenzy of excitement by one of the j 
most sensational shooting affrays ever 
known here. Almost in the twinkling J 
of an eye the Hon. Sam. C. Black, this ' 
county's Representative in the Legists -1 
ture, was killed; Walter Stotts was 
mortally wounded, and Policeman Wil- J 
liam Britton was seriously shot. Police¬ 
man William Britton and Luther Herron 
attempted to arrest Walter Stotts, who I 
was under the influence of liquor. There J 
had been bad feeling between Britton 
and Stotts, and both attempted to draw | 
their pistols. Herron separated them,. 
but Stotts broke away from his grasp, 
ran back to where Britton was and 
tired, whereupon Britton began shoot-1 
ing. 

Mr. Black had ap}»cared upon the: 
scene during the struggle, and is said 
to have joined in the sh«*oting, as did 1 
also Officer Herron. Stotts fell with a 1 
bullet through his abdomen, and Black 
j fell at the edge of the pavement with ^ 
two bullets in his head and body. Her-1 
, ron alone escaped unhurt. When the i 
shots ceased Black was dead, and Stotts 1 
j died in a few hours. Bntton ran across I 
the street and fell on the pavement. 

Stotts was taken into his saloon and 
later removed to his home, where he' 
was operated upon by physicians, but 
, died almut 11 o’clock. 

1 The Courier-Journal correspondent. 
an hour'after the shooting, found Officer 
Luther Herron under arrest and^in 
.charge of Chief of Police Smith. He, 
seemed to !*» the only person who really I 
knew what had happened, and after 
' some hesitation gave this account of 
the tragedy; 

"I came up to Coleman's stable, and 
ittmg in a chair, leaning 
against the wall inside of the stable 
entrance. There was nothing unusual, 
and he asked me to sit down and rest. ; 
We were talking casually when a young 1 
man. who i$' _a relative of Stotts and ( 
lives at NicKolasvillo. came by the sta¬ 
ble door. Stotts cam. out of his sa¬ 
lt.i ftfen to tkt f bit 
door. Then he said to the young man 
‘You say some of these policemen ! 
threatened to arrest you?’ 

“ ‘Yew, they did,' the young fellow 
i answered. 

•• 'Well, I'd like to see some of these 
policemen try to arrest you!*
